Commentary 

When Achieve's American Diploma Project 
(ADP) Network was founded at the 2005 
National Educatlon Summlt, only two States 
(Texas and Arkansas) had graduation 
requirements rigorous enough to prepare 
students for success in college and careers. The 
governors and state educatlon ieaders who 
helped start the ADP Network recognlzed that If 
they wanted thelr graduates to be able to 
compete for college and jobs in a "flat wortd" 
their 20th century education standards were no 
longer good enough. They aiso understood the 
power of collaboratlng with and learning from 
each other as they raised expectations. 



Nowhere has the power of collectlve state ™™ 
action been more apparent than in the rapld 
adoptlon by state s of rigorous college and 

career ready graduation requirements. What began as two states just under 
three years ago now stands at 17, with Louislana and Arlzona taking action to 
raise thelr graduation requirements just this month. For a state by state 
comparison of the new requirements, go here . 

Each of the states that have put new requlrements In place has faced a serles of 
difficult decfsions in designing and implementing Its graduation policy. In which 
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subject areas should the state establish requirements and how challenging should 
those requirements be? Should the new requlrements be mandatory for all 
students or should there be an opt- out provislon? How wlll the state ensure that 
courses wlth the same name are taught in a consistently rfgorous manner across 
the state? What are the implications for career and technlcal educatlon or other 
non traditlonal curricular pathways? The llst goes on. 

In order to help States navigate these Issues, Achleve he!d a strategy session for 
ADP states earlier this year. We invited leaders from states who had already 
raised graduation requirements to attend so they could share thefr experiences 
and lessons learned with states that w e re planning action. The dynamlcs and the 
ideas that emerged were powerful. 

As an outgrowth of that meeting, Achieve has developed a poflcy brief entititled, 
"Allgnlng High School Graduation Requlrements with the Real World: A Road Map 
for States." (Download it hgrg.) The Road Map addresses the most frequently 
cited challenges of policy design as well as strategi es for Implementation, 
communication and coalitlon buildlng. It draws heavily on the experience of early 
adopter states. 

Raising graduation requlrements is no panacea. It brings numerous capacity 
challenges to the fore, from finding enough quallfied math and science teachers 
to ensuring students receive the support they need to succeed. But that Is exactly 
the polnt. Settlng the bar so that all students graduate from high school p re pare d 
for the real world is an important first step in addressing and resolvlng these 
crltlcal issues. Once the bar is set, it enables all of the leaders In the state, in 
distrlcts and in schools to focus on what really matters: doing what it takes to 
help students succeed.

Common Algebra II Test Update 

The end-of-course Algebra II exam fs the largest effort a group of states has ever 
undertaken to develop a common assessment based on common standards. Nine 
ADP Network states - Arkansas, Indlana, Kentucky, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Rhode Island - formed the consortium 
initiafly and a number of other states are In the process of jofnlng. The flrst field 
test of the Algebra II exam occurred in October. An addltional field test wfll be 
held in February 2008. First operational admlnistration of the test will occur in 
May 2008.

Louisiana and Arizona Increase 
Graduatlon Requirements 

In early December the Louisiana Board News CHps 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education approved college- and 
career-ready graduation requirements. 
The revision to Bulletln 741, the 
Louisiana Handbook for School 
Admlnlstrators, will increase the 
Carnegie credits needed to earn a 
diploma from 23 to 24 by requiring a 
fourth year of math, Includlng Algebra 
II, for hfgh school graduatlon. 
Beglnning with Incomlng freshman In 
2008-09, all students automatlcally will 
be enrolled in the Louisiana Core 4 
Currlculum, whlch includes four unlts 
each of Engllsh, math, science, and 
social studies; one unit of visual arts, 
performing arts, or Fine Arts Survey; 
and two unlts of foreign language or 2. 
speech courses. These revisions are 
the result of recommendatlons from 
the Louisiana Hlgh School Redeslgn 
Commlssion, a statewide collaborative 
effort of the Department of Education, 
the Board of Etementary and 
Secondary Education, the Board of 
Regents and the Governor's Office. 

At its meetlng on December 10, the 
Arizona State Board of Education 
ratsed Its graduation requirements, 
bringlng the total number of states

These 
students wlll have to complete 20 
credits, Including one-half credit of 
economlcs and three credits of math. 
The class of 2013 must earn 22 credits 
to graduate high school. The final rules 
are posted on the Board of Education's 
website .

New Resources 

• The National Assessment of Educatlonal Progress (NAEP) released the 
results of the 2007 reading and mathematlcs assessments, known as the 
Trial Urban District Assessments, or TUDAs. These assessments were 
given earller thls year to 4th- and 8th-grade students at eleven urban 
school dlstrlcts at the same tlme as national- and state-level assessments, 
The study compares students' scores agalnst the average natlonally and 
the averages of students in other large central cities (population 
>250,000). Key flndlngs show that riationa! NAEP trends In 4th and 8th 
grade math and reading scores were slmllarly observed among the urban 
districts tested. 

o The national average for 4th grade NAEP math scores increased 
from 2003 to 2007. Efght urban districts saw a slmilar increase, 
three saw no change. 

o The national average for 8th grade NAEP math scores increased 
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from 2003 to 2007. AH eleven urban dlstrlcts saw a sfmilar fncrease. 

o The national average for 4th grade NAEP readlng scores increased 
from 2003 to 2007. Ten urban districts saw a sfmilar increase, one 
saw no change. 

o The national average for 8th grade NAEP reading scores remained 
constant from 2003 to 2007. Seven urban districts saw a similar 
stagnation, three saw an increase, 

Detailed statlstics about particular districts show some areas where 
achlevement gaps are being closed. The full TU PA report gives examples. 

• The American Institutes for Research (AIR) 
has issued a report entltled, "Chance Favors 
the Prepared Mind: Mathematics and Science 
Indicators for Comparing States and Natlons." 
It compares the mathematics and science 
skilis of 8th-grade students in each of the 50 
states, D.C., and U.S. Department of Defense 
schools with those of their counterparts 
around the world and provldes International 
benchmarks to help states see how their 
students are doing withln an International 
context. 

"More than a century ago Louis Pasteur 
revealed the secret to inventlon and 
innovatlon when he said 'chance favors the 
prepared mind'. The take away message from thls report Is that the 
United States is loosing the race to prepare the m I n d s of the future 
generation," says Dr. Gary Phillips, a chlef scientist at AIR and report 
author. 

Accordlng to the study, students In Slngapore and several other Asian 
countrles signlftcantly outperform U.S. students, even those in hlgh- 
achlevlng states. Download the report... 

• The Program for International Student Assessment (PISA) results are In. 
PISA Is an assessment that focuses on 15-year-olds' capabliitles in readlng 
literacy, mathematics literacy, and science literacy. In the U.S., thls age 
corresponds largely to grade 9 and 10 students. It is coordinated by the 
Organlzatlon for Economic Cooperatlon and Development (OECD), an 
intergovernmental organlzation of industriallzed countrles. In 2006, fifty- 
seven jurisdictions particlpated In PISA, including 30 OECD jurlsdictions 
and 27 non-OECD jurlsdictions. The results show the average combined 
science literacy scale score for U.S. students to be lower than the OECD 
average. U.S. students scored lower on science literacy than their peers In 
16 of the other 29 OECD jurlsdictions and 6 of the 27 non-OECD 
jurisdictions. Twenty-two Jurisdictions (5 OECD jurlsdictions and 17 non- 
OECD jurisdictions) reported lower scores compared to the U.S. in science 
literacy. 

On the mathematics literacy scale, U. S, students scored lower than the 
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OECD average. Thirty-one jurisdictlons (23 OECD jurisdictions and 8 non- 
OECDjurisdictions) scored hlgheron average, than the U.S. fn 
mathematics literacy I n 2006. In contrast, 20 jurisdictions (4 OECD 
jurisdictions and 16 non-OECD jurisdictions) scored lower than the U.S. In 
mathematics literacy in 2006. 

Admlnlstered every three years, PISA includes measures of general or 
cross-currlcular competencies, such as learning strategles, and 
emphasizes skills that students have acqulred as they near the end of 
mandatory schooiing. PISA 2000 focused on reading literacy, PISA 2003 
focused on mathematics literacy, and PISA 2006 focused on science 
literacy, More...

The Federal Department of Homeland Security's Bureau of Customs and Border Protection is 
proposing a change in how it interpreta the Passenger Veasel Servicea Act. ("PVSA") 



Currently, the PVSA is interpreted to allow foreign flagged cruise ships to leave from a 
U.S. port on a cruise, continue on the cruise with paasengers disembarking at several u. s 
ports, and then stop briefly at a foreign port (usually Vancouver for cruises to Alaska) 
before returning to the U.S. port they left from. (Nearly all cruise ships operating in 
Alaska are foreign flagged) 



The proposed change in how the PVSA is interpreted would recjuire foreign flagged cruise 
ships to: 



1) Stop at the foreign port for at least 48 hours; 

2) Spend more than 50% of the total titne spent at U.S. ports at the foreign port;

Allow passengers to go ashore at the foreign port. 



If the proposed changes apply to Alaska, it would have a severe impact on the ability of 
cruise lines to offer trips to Alaska with stops at multiple ports as they do now. This 
would affect the number of passengers willing to take an Alaska cruise. There would also 
be impacts to the state's revenue from the cruise ship gambling tax, cruise ship income 
tax, the head taxea that go to municipalities, sal e s taxes to municipalities from 
purchases by passengers and crew onshore, and lost revenue to hundreds of Alaska 
businesses that rely on tourism. 



POINTS MADE IN THE LETTER 



The draf t letter basically makes two points, .First, the notice of the proposed change 
does not expressly apply to Alaska, so we are asking the federal agency to clarify the 
scope of the rule changes. Second, if the agency says the changes would apply to Alaska, 
we are asking the agency to delay the changes until it has perforraed a thorough review of 
the impacts to the State, municipalities, and Alaska businesses and then given everyone 
time to submit commenta .

A draft letter is attached for your review. The deadline for submitting the letter ts this Friday. Please let me know 
if you have any edits or questions. 

BACKGROUND 

The Federal Department of Homeland Security's Bureau of Customs and Border Protection is proposing a chartge 
in how it interprets the Passenger Vessel Services Act, ("PVSA") 

Currently, the PVSA ts interpreted to allow foreign flagged cruise ships to leave from a U.S. port on a cruise, 
continue on the cruise with passengers disembarking at several U.S. ports, and then stop briefly at a foreign port 
(usually Vancouver for cruises to Alaska) before retuming to the U.S. port they left from. (Neariy all cruise ships 
operating in Alaska are foreign flagged) 

The proposed change in how the PVSA is interpreted would require foreign flagged cruise ships to: 

1 ) Stop at the foreign port for at least 48 hours; 

2) Spend more than 50% of the total tlme spent at U.S. ports at the foreign port; and 

3) Allow passengers to go ashore at the foreign port 

If the proposed changes apply to Alaska, it would have a severe impact on the ability of cruise lines to offer trips 
to Alaska with stops at multiple ports as they do now. Thls would affect the number of passengers willlng to take 
an Alaska cruise. There would also be impacts to the state's revenue from the cruise ship gambUng tax, cruise 
ship income tax, the head taxes that go to municipalities, sales taxes to municipalities from purchases by 
passengers and crew onshore, and lost revenue to hundreds of Alaska businesses that rely on tourism. 

POINTS MADE IN THE LETTER 

The draft letter baslcally makes two points. First, the notice of the proposed change does not expressly apply to 
Alaska, so we are asking the federal agency to darify the scope of the rule changes. Second, if the agency says 
the changes would apply to Alaska, we are asking the agency to delay the changes until it has performed a 
thorough review of the impacts to the State, municipalities, and Alaska businesses and then given everyone time 
to submit comments.
